Farm Bureau 
Membership Goal 
Set At 50,000 

There are now 45,000 farm- 
family members of the Kentucky 
Farm Bureau, says Lewis F. 
Allen, Bowling Green, president. 
An office check this week re- 
vealed this to be an increase of 
16,000 over January 1, 1946. 

The membership is scattered 
over 106. counties, leaving only 14 
Eastern Kentucky counties, unor- 
ganized. A number of these are 
now in the process of being or- 
ganized. 

Several of the larger counties 
already have more than 1,000 
members, and many have in ex- 
cess of 500. Thirty counties fin- 
ished 1946 with more than 500. 
Five years ago only 75 were or- 
ganized and membership totaled 
14,911. 

According to the best informa- 
ton now available, the present 
membership puts Kentucky in 
twelfth place in the nation. The 
first of the year the organization 
was fourteenth in size. 

Allen declared that it now looks 
like the goal of "50,000 members 
in 1947" will be easily passed. 

Growth of affiliated organiza- 
tions has surpassed that of the 
Federation percentage-wise, Allen 
said, pointing out that the vol- 
ume of business handled by the 
Farm Bureau Auto Insurance 
Company had almost tripled since 
last September.

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THE COUNTY POLICE DEPARTMENT 

The Jeffersonian is pleased to give space to and print on 
this page an editorial from the Sunday Courier-Journal, con- 
cerning "Police and Politics." It is a most difficult problem to 
keep politics out of city and county police departments. And 
one leading evidence of the damaging effect of political influ- 
ence, when brought to bear in law enforcement agencies, is the 
very fact that it is so difficult to keep out, or so hard to elim- 
inate once it becomes entrenched. 

The Courier-Journal commends County Judge Horace 
Barker in his recent move toward reorganizing the County 
Police Department with the help of the F.B.I. And, like the 
C.-J., we are hoping that "he goes all the way with this process." 

Judge Barker has indicated that he wants to build a County 
Police Department that is efficient and above reproach. We 
know that he has some good men in that body. We also know 
that it is no easy matter to keep the entire personnel up to 
the high standard desired by law-abiding people. Those respon- 
sible for the type of men employed in the Police Department 
certainly, it seems to us. should not have to be in a position 
where they continually have to be defending the Department. 

Quite a lot has been said about necessary education and 
training of the men on the police force. That, it goes without 
saying, is essential to efficient discharge of their duties. But 
the first thing of all, in our humble opinion, is character, in 
considering a man's fitness for the job. His job is to enforce 
the law. Therefore, he should be, first of all, a strict observer 
of the law, and next, have a sincere appreciation of the fact 
that it is his sworn duty to justly enforce the law. That, we 
repeat, calls for character— common honesty and decency. 

It is always easy to criticise. This writer has seen a lot of 
it We, ourselves, don't want to be just another critic. How- 
ever, constructive, sympathetic criticism is the right of every 
citizen, as it is the public right to expect its Police Department, 
from bottom to top, to be dependable in its job of enforcing 
the laws.

POLICE AND POLITICS 

The Courier-Journal 
Something bigger than a : 
jobs is involved in the sudden 
flare of virtue and good inten- 
tions concerning the County Po- 
lice Department. We are provid- 
ed with a clear lesson of public 
responsibility and public rights. 
Sooner or later the citizens of 
this community are going to make 
up their minds to free their 
agencies of government, and par- 
ticularly those of law enforce- 
ment, from domination by pro- 
fessional political organizations. 
Government is properly a thing 
of service, not a happy hunting 
ground of patronage. 

Amid all the inunendo and 
reticence of the last few days, all 
the talk of "big fish and little 
fish," there stands out one glar- 
ing fact. Jefferson County has 
never had a police department in 
e than name. Jobs are filled 
_._ recommendation of precinct 
workers. Every change of admin- 
istration calls for a clean sweep 
of personnel, from the chief down. 
Experience and qualifications are 
incidental to the custom of re- 
rarding those who got out the 
vote or the friends and proteges 
of those who did. 

The situation as to the County 
police is not isolated or unique. 
It must not be forgotten that last 
spring, under the lash of the pro- 
fessional political organizations, 
Jefferson County's delegation in 
the legislature rammed through 
a bill divesting the Louisville 
Chief of Police from the protec- 
tion of civil service. Representa- 
tives of one party were just as 
hot for the change as those of the 
other. Demoralization of the sort 
that has come to the County de- 
partment was averted mainly be- 
cause there had been a civil ser- 
vice, there had been reasonable 
standards of selection, and Mayor 
Taylor was moved to select an 
able man as chief. 

Thus the town fared better than 
its acquiescence entitled it to 
fare. But its luck will not hold 
so long as responsible officials 
listen to ward-heelers. Nobody 
may forget that there have been 
rumblings recently to the effect 
that Chief Huestis is unacceptable 
jto elements in the organization. 
I Nobody may forget the nauseat- 
ling rumpus that was stirred not 
so long ago, when a Democratic 
| magistrate was accused openly of 
i having gone out of his bailiwick 
to arrest petty gamblers of the 
other political camp. 

Nobody seemed to be concerned 
about the point that the gamblers 



may have been gamblers and 
therefore deserved arresting. The 
principal point of resentment was 
that one official was muscling in 
upon territory which nominally 
belonged to another authority, 
and seized men who had been 
valuable contributors and work- 
ers in election campaigns.

This is the 
idea that what this community 
needs is a single standard (if not, 
as many would prefer, a single or- 
ganization) for law enforcement. 
And it should be, at that, enforce- 
ment which is secure against the 
blandishments and influence of 
gentlemen who contribute to the 
campaign kitty for a definite 
motive. It should be a system 
under which the conscientious 
law officer may do his job with- 
out fear of what party head- 
quarters may do about him.

Com- 
ing to him means coming to the 
One who has the words of eternal 
life.

■ Note that the disciples were wise 
enough to bring the men to Jesus. 
The true function of every Christian 
worker is to bring men to him. 

The reply of our Lord to the 
Greeks, and to the disciples who 
brought them to him, seems a bit 
singular at first glance. Did he not 
wish to receive them? They had 
probably come to see the great re- 
ligious leader, the King of the Jews 
—why did he talk about death? 

The words of our Lord are clear. 
Men do not need an example, a lead- 
er, a teacher; they need a Saviour.

Hunt Tells How To 

Manage Plant Beds 

Provide 35 to 75 feet of bed 
12 feet wide for each acre of 
burley tobacco and at least 20 
feet of bed 12 feet wide for each 
acre of dark tobacco, states Rus- 
sell Hunt of the UK College of 
Agriculture and Home Econom- 
ics in a leaflet dealing with to- 
bacco plant- bed management. 
Other suggestions: 

Select fertile, well-drained land 
for the bed, preferably with a 
slight southern or eastern slope, 
free from shade, especially in 
the forenoon. This helps prevent 
blue mold. Using a new site 
each year also helps prevent di- 
sease. 

Before steaming or burning 
prepare seed bed well, so only 
light stirring will be needed be- 
fore sowing. Deep stirring may 
bring weeds. 

Fertilize a steamed bed with 
complete fertilizer at the rate of j 
40 pounds for each 100 feet of; 
bed 12 feet wide and rake in 
lightly. A low -potash fertilizer 
lUCh as 4-12-0 is preferable for, 
a heavily burned bed. 

Sow two to three level tea- 
spoons of cleaned and tested seed 
to 100 feet of bed. To distribute | 
seed evenly, mix it with screen- 
ed wood ashes, fine sand or com- 
mercial fertilizer. Going over! 
bed several times, sowing part| 
of the seed each time, assures 
even distribution. 

Box the bed tight, using one- 
by-six-inch boards. Use a good 
grade of tobacco cotton. Draw I 
it over the top of the boxing' 
boards and fasten to the sides of 
the boards. This will keep out 
flea beetles and cutworms, and 
| the tobacco cotton will last long-

dens infected with wilt that 
causes the death of Earliana 
plants before even one fruit rip- 
ens. Rutgers is the late tomato 
for growing where the old fav- 
orites, Stone and Greater Balti- 
more, completely fail because of 
wilt. 

Another good novelty variety 
is U. S. Refugee No. 5 bush bean 
that goes on thriving during the 
hot dry weather of August that 
makes Stringless Greenpod shed 
its biooms. Still another is Ford- 
hook 242, a bush lima bean which 
in the same kind of weather con- 
tinues setting pods, whereas the 
older Fordhook does nothing but 
bloom. 

In ordering seed, enough 
should be provided for making 
repeated plantings, as of bush 
beans put in at 14-day intervals 
all summer long, in spaces where 
early cabbage, early tomatoes, 
greens and onions have finished 
making their crops. Another is 
sweet corn, likewise to be plant- 
ed bi-weekly in blocks large 
enough to make a two-weeks' 
supply, where earlier vegetables 
stood. 

As the list is made, seed for 
the fall garden should not be 
overlooked, but kale and Seven 
Top and table turnips included. 
Somewhere, too, a note should 
be made about seed for the win- 
ter cover crop, even though stable 
manuring is intended to furnish! 
the soil-conditioning humus; for; 
it is doubtful whether too much 
humus can be supplied to soil .[ 
At least, the chance is worth tak- 1 
ing. And, by the way, the fall 
garden vegetables can be sown 
in the same area as the cover 
crop, not to interfere with it in ! 
any way.
